At least 36 states—four more 
than in 1932—will have the 
Communist Party ticket on the 
ballot, predicted Alexander 
Tratchtenberg, national campaign 
manager, as he mapped the final 
drive to put a number of doubt- 
ful states over the ballot.

“In Illinois, where we have 
filed 31,000 signatures from 64 
counties, the American Legion 
and other reactionary 
whipped up by the Hearst press 
and the Chicago Tribune, are 
trying to keep us off the ballot. 

“Indiana, where Earl Browder 
was arrested and: prevented 
from speaking, adopted laws 
aiming at minority parties, but 
we will file the required num- 
ber of signatures and will put 
up a fight to be placed on the 
ballot. Missouri, where we have 
to file 32,000 signatures to qual- 
ify, also requires tremendous ef- 
fort since our organization is not 
too strong there.”

Inexperienced pickérs 
were brought in when the boys 
struck, but they. weren't thin 
enough, agile enough; they ruiin- 
ed the plants. 

For three mornings the Gijdke 
had come to Kane Park to take 
the boys to the plantation. They 
stood there, silent, peaceful, 
letting their penciled sighs, 
tacked up on a ruined concés- 
sion, speak: “Down with the 
rich!” “Soak the. big fellows!” 
“We want $2.50 a day.” 

Then, on the fourth day, the, 
Westfield chief of police came | tto | 
plead for the companies. He of- 
fered them two bits a day ih- 
crease. The 400 strikers, speak- 
ing en masse, finally agreed. No 
leader acted as spokes:nan; the 
companies, the po. c., even the 
reporters, could not find obt 
who organize the strike! That 
meant that nobody could pe 
.-red. 

Those four days of solidarity 
gave them an increase of a ddl- 
lar and a half a week; and the 
experience of a successful strike. 
Worth while? They think so.

-PARIS—Attempting to raise 
the choking blockade 
the Spanish government, fight- 
ing a world-important battle 
against Fascism, the committee 
from the Spanish People’s Front 
has issued the following state- 
ment to the press: i 

“The origin and developmen 
of .the military rebellion against 
the legal government have been 
deliberately distorted on certain 
points, and on others misjudged, 
to the great detriment of justice 
and truth. 


Publicize Truth 

“Tt is. our endeavor to make 
the truth known and secure jus- 
tice, and to this end we have im- 
posed on ourselves the duty of 
informing the public of the world 
in detail, with the aid of docu- 
mentary evidence. 

“This is the object of our mis- 
sion, one which we know to be 
just, and which must indeed be 
not only respected, but recog- 
nized by all who are aware, 
whatever their practical tenden- 
cy, that the problem facing 
Spain at the present time is that 
of the continued existence of re- 
publican democracy* and of the 
legality of the will of the peo- 
ple as expressed in the elec- 
tions. 

“We advance our claim to be 
judged for what we are, and we 
demand that the declaration of 
neutrality which we regard as 
being incompatible with the 
rules of international law— 
should not be made, as it is at 
present, a punitive measure 
against the legal government, 
which is refused any aid what- 
soever, while certain countries 
are giving the rebels constant 
and open aid. 

“These actual and_ effective 
sanctions against the legal or- 
der in Spain are something new, 
and both dangerous and disas- 
tious. We are certain that pub- 
l.c opinion shares this view. 

Spain and the Future 

“We state the situation and its 
e sential features in the above 
statement, certain not only that 
we Shall -be victorious, but fully 
aware of the consequences se- 
cured by this victory. We ex- 
pect confidently that everyone 
will face his responsibility for 
the future in his present atti- 
tude. . 

“The future depends to an en- 
ormous extent on the result of 
the struggle now going on in 
Spain, and we lay the facts of 
this struggle before the world 
for impartial judgment.” 

The committee includes Dolor- 
es Ibarruri, better known as La 
Pasionaria, the famous woman 
Communist of Spain; Marcelino 
Domingo, leading Left Republi- 
can; and Antonio Lara, an ex- 
minister. 

La Pasionaria added: “I am 
sure that the French people and 
the other peoples will under- 
stand that thé present struggle 
in Spain is the struggle of in- 
ternational democracy against in- 
ternational Fascism.”

GENEVA. — Documentary evi- 
dence that Italy, Germany and 
Portugal, three Fascist nations, 
are furnishing arms to the Span- 
ish Fascist in violation of the 
European non-intervention pact, 
was presented last Wednesday to 
the League of Nations by the 
Spanish delegation. 

The documents contained let- 
ters from Spain to France, Italy 
Germany and Portugal denounc- 
cing the “neutrality” pact as a 
blockade against the legitimate 
Spanish government, 

If the Fascists had not received 
armed aid from Germany and 
Italy, the Fascist _ insurgents 
would have been crushed at the 
outset, declared the Spanish doc- 
uments. 

The communication demanded 
abolition of arms embargoes on 
the Spanish government. 

The charges specifically charged 
that the Fascists had received 
arms, ammunition and men from 
Germany, and that Fascist Italy 
had sent 24 war planes to the 
Spanish Fascists.

e However, the bluff of the po- 
lice department was ¢alled and 
the picket line continues effec- 
tive. Up to the present writing, 
only one picket has: been ar- 
rested. 

These workers have seen what 
the city government and police 
have done for them. They must 
also learn that in order to get 
real protection from the use of 
political power against them is, 
to organize a farmer-labor party 
controlled by the organizations 
of workers and.darmers. 

Organized Last January 

Organization of the werkers at 
the Eldorado Oi] Works began 
late in January. Within a few 
weeks the ‘men were 100 per 
cent organized in the weighers 
and warehousemen, I.L.A. 38-44.

This only 
spurred them on and a commit- 
tee was elected to go into Oak- 
Jand to get some help. 


They were referred to the 
Federal Laborers’ Union who has 
jurisdiction over all factories 
where the workers are not eli- 
gible to join any other c:aft un- 
ion. In the process of signing 
up members three more work- 
ers were fired. The work of or- 
ganizing was carried on until 44 
of the 56 employees in the plant 
had joined the union. 

An agreement was worked out 
and presented to the company. 
The mapagement refused to raise 
pay, recognize the union or even 
diseuss collective bargaining. The 
company forced the workers to 
attend meetings held on the lawn 
in front of the plant, at which 
time it lied about the demands, 
attempted to cdnfuse issues and 
even forced workers to sign a 
petition saying they were satis- 
fied with present wages and 
working conditions.

LOS ANGELES—tThis city has 
become a distributing center for 


lettuce, a survey of the prineipal 
produce markets here revealed 
yesterday. 


diaries of the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific Tea Company, Safeway 
Stores, and other large distribu- 
tors, after supplying their own 
local outlets, are amassing fabu- 
lous profits by re-shipping the 
banned produce to eastern mar- 
kets, where they are taking ad- 
vantage of the scanduously high 
lettuce quotations. 

“As a racket, used cars aren’t 
in it with the produce game,” 
one chain store produce handler 
said yesterday. 

Wholesale prices for -lettuce 
here have been skyrocketed from 
a normal $1 to $1.50 per crate 
to $2 and $2.50. In some in- 
stances the increase has_ been 
even greater. 

It is in Chicago and the east- 
ern centers where’ wholesale 
prices have zoomed to $4, $4.50, 
and even $5 peg crate that the 
western robbers find their great- 
est profit. 

Re-Shipped to East 

The A. & P. is supplying lit- 
erally thousands of outlets in 
the United States with western 
lettuce. Normally much of this 
is packed and. shipped direct 
from Salinas and the surround- 
ind territory. 

“By bringing this hot lettuce 
to Los Angeles-for reshipment 
we are less apt to be involved 
in labor difficulties,’ this in- 
formant declared. Then he add- 
“You know you can get 
away with more in Los Angeles 
than you can in San Francisco.” 

Many persons, well informed 
in labor trends, stoutly question 
the accuracy of this assertion.

— Mexican work- 
ers here are being laid off WPA 
projects in an attempt to force 
them to pick walnuts at wages 
beneath those paid on we pro- 
jects. 

Working for two”. days: three 
Mexican workers were able to 
total only $7.25. They had been 
laid off the WPA. When they 
appealed to the officials on the 
main Office, they were told no- 
thing could be done because they 
had been laid off and to report 
back to local, authorities.. 

Between 30 and 50 Mexican 
workers have appealed to the 
Workers’ Alliance in Conoga 
Park for assistance in getting 
at least the same wages picking 
‘walnuts that they received on 
the projects or to be © placed 
baek on the WPA.
